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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Clainns 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject nnatter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. 

The specification does not provide an enabling disclosure of what the "coating" 
is. Specific examples of what types of coating are contemplated are lacking from the 
disclosure and thus the specification is non-enabling. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

4. Claims 1, 4, 5, 6, 7, 9, 10, 13, 14, 16, 18 and 20 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by the IEEE article to Ellam. 

The article to Ellam discloses hybrid EMC absorber structures that each includes 
ferrite tiles and dielectric materials. The instant claims to a hybrid EMC absorber with a 
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layer having a surface and a coating that covers a portion of the layer is substantially 
met by the disclosure of Ellam in that the ferrite tiles read upon the layer surface 
claimed and the dielectric materials read upon the coating claimed. 



5. The affidavit under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed October 23, 2002 is insufficient to 
overcome the rejection of claims 1-20 based upon 35 USC 112, first paragraph as set 
forth in the last Office action because: 

a) the affiant avers that he is of ordinary skill in the art but there is no 
documentation or facts presented establish that the affiant is one of "ordinary skill in the 
art", 

b) the affidavit is merely an opinion with no facts presented, 

c) the material presented in the affidavit (i.e, conductive material or 
resistive/metalized film such as carbon, latex, graphite, carbon fiber, mylar, etc.) is not 
commensurate in scope with what is actually disclosed, or in the instant case, not 
disclosed, in the instant specification.
